The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably suggest the retardation of a nematic 
liquid crystal to vary with the tilt angle, wherein the voltage level at which the rate of change in 
the retardation with respect to temperature becomes zero displays a red or purple color in 
addition to the accompanying features of the independent claim. Additionally, See Specification, 
Page 16 and Applicant's arguments received 09 December 2008. 

Therefore, claims 1-5 and 7 are allowed.
